Detroit. March ¥.—In connection 
with the $2,364,000 order placed by 
the government with the Packard 


| Motor Car Company for 150 air- 
plane engines of the 800-horse 
| power type at 2,500-r. p. m., Pack- 


ard officials state that the total of 
the contract does not represent in- 
dividual engine price. 

“On the face of it,”’ said one, “it 
‘ooks as if the engines were cost- 
the government $15,760 
apiece, but this is not the case. The 
contract calls for a large number 
of spare parts, in addition to the 
engines. I am not at liberty, of 
course, to say what price the gov- 
ernment is paying for the engine 
alone, but I can assure you that it 
is not the figure quoted.”

“If the purchaser of car has a good and sufficient 
reason for buying it,” said Mr. Chamberlain, “then it is good 
business for him to pay it of income rather than out 
of capital. 

“Money a medium of exchange. 
as capital, and ability is part of capital. 
money, being a part of capital, may be used as security for 
the borrowing of money, just exactly the same as stock is 
used by a merchant as collateral for the borrowing of cash. 

“If the motor car were a luxury and not a necessity, 
there might be a good reason against its purchase on credit, 
but there is a broad line of Setinetion between buying neces- 
sities on the installment plan and purchasing luxuries in this 
manner.” 

And then Mr. Chamberlain states a condition 
that is close to being an axiom of deferred payment 

sale: “From the siandpoint of the seller the credit 

plan represents good business if the car is always 

worth more than the unpaid balance and if credit 

sales will result in an increased volume of @usiness.’ 
In other words, the down payment must be 

large enough to cover the initia! depreciation of the 
car’s transfer from the “new” to the “used” class 
and “the deferred payments must be large enough 
from month to month to cover any reasonable depre- 
ciation through That, to our minds, comes 
pretty close to defining conservatism in_ the 
deferred payment field of automotive selling.
